East Sutton Park is an open prison which opened in 1946, as a borstal. It is described on the HM Prison 
Service website as 'a pleasant mansion house overlooking the Weald of Kent'. It holds both adult and 
young offender women in open conditions preparing them for resettlement in the community'. 

It has 100 inmates in 21 dormitories. At least 25 of the women are allowed out to work or study in the 
local community.

FOUR female prisoners are still on 
the run from East Sutton Park 
Prison, near Maidstone, one of them 
for almost five years, Yourmaidstone 
can reveal. 

The open prison made national headlines 
last year when a former aide to the Duchess of 
York absconded from the women’s jail. 

Police launched a nationwide hunt for Jane 
Andrews (left) who was serving a 12-year sen¬ 
tence for the murder of her boyfriend in 2000. 

But she was picked up three days later just 
four miles away in a Maidstone hotel after a 
tip-off to detectives from the taxi driver who 
had dropped her parents there from Grimsby. 

Today, we can reveal she is one of eight 
women who have escaped from the jail since 
2004 - and amazingly half of them are still free. 

They include killer Monique Dwyer, who has 
been missing since September 2006, and drug 
dealers Titilope Bello and Lucia Rodrigues- 
Taiwo, who both absconded on April 9, 2005. 

Another drug dealer Oluwaseyi Ogunremi 
was last seen in November 2005, and was also 
serving a sentence for drug supply. 

Detective chief inspector of Maidstone Police, 
Isobel Gibson, said: “When we are first notified 
about an absconder from a prison, we work in 
conjunction with the Prison Service and 
Ministry of Justice to create an action plan for 
that individual’s recapture, and to ensure that 
any risks he or she may pose are carefully

Fire crew back 
from Haitian 
rescue mission

KENT firefighters have 
returned from their rescue 
mission in Haiti. 

The specialist team arrived back at 
their Maidstone base on Saturday 
morning, after spending almost two 
weeks searching for survivors. 

The earthquake on January 12, 
measuring 7.0 on the Richter Scale, 
has killed more than 200,000 resi¬ 
dents and left millions homeless. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service’s 
team leader John Mazzey said most 
households had suffered three or 
four fatalities. 

The six-strong team (pictured) 
arrived in Haiti on January 13 and 
were sent to the island’s capital Port- 
au-Prince, where they helped several 
people with the UK International 
Search and Rescue squad. 

One of the most memorable rescue 
missions was saving a man in his 60s 
who had been thrown out of his bed 
and ended up under it. The bed had 
sheltered him and the squad was 
able to pull him to safety after sever¬ 
al hours of tunnelling. 


The team then moved to an area 
nearer to the point the earthquake 
hit and relied heavily on the help of 
residents to find trapped victims. 

Mr Mazzey said: “On Sunday we 
were sent to the town of Leogane, 
about 25 miles west of the capital, 
which was much nearer to the epi¬ 
centre of the earthquake. 

“We found houses that had been 
completely ‘pancaked’ and worked 
with local people who had either 
heard voices in the rubble or knew of 
people trapped inside. 

“The reception from the local com¬ 
munity was very good and it was 
excellent to be able to help, but it is 
important that we were not a burden 
to the country and so we took our 
own food and accommodation. 

“As soon as the rescue phase was 
declared over and our skills and 
training were no longer needed, we 
returned home.” 

KFRS director of operations Steve 
Demetriou said: “I am extremely 
proud of the team from Kent and the 
impact they have been able to make. 

The Kent crew joined 68 members 
of staff, two search dogs and 12 
tonnes of equipments from eight UK 
fire and rescue services. 


Drugs bust nightspot

A TOWN centre nightspot is reopen¬ 
ing after a drugs bust forced it to close 
down seven months ago. 

The Source Bar, in Rose Yard, is 
hosting its re-launch party on 
Saturday with a new manager. 

Police discovered Class A drugs dur¬ 
ing the raid in July last year which 
led to the club losing its licence. It was 
forced to make changes before it could 
reopen - including banning its man¬ 
ager Steve Moore from the premises.

Drink drivers banned 
and fined by court 

ELEVEN drivers from Maidstone 
have been ordered to pay £3,669 in 
fines for driving over the alcohol limit. 

They were caught during a New 
Year crack-down on driving offences 
in Mid Kent. 

All 11 offenders were banned from 
driving for a total of 213 months with 
costs of £935. Some of the motorists 
were also prosecuted for driving with¬ 
out insurance or a licence and failing 
stop or report accident.

Killed for 

trying to 
stop thief

Four inmates still on 
run from open prison 


ONE of the four abscond¬ 
ed prisoners still on the 
run from an open prison 
killed a father-of-two who 
tried to stop her stealing 
his car. 

Monique Dwyer, of no fixed 
address, absconded from HMP 
East Sutton Park in 2006, where 
she was serving a seven-year sen¬ 
tence for the manslaughter of 
Franklin King, 35. 

Dwyer, who was 18 years old at 
the time of the incident, stole Mr 
King’s Mercedes at a service sta¬ 
tion near the A13 in Dagenham, 
Essex, in July 2003. 

Mr King, from Purfleet, Essex, 
was fatally injured while trying to 
stop her and died two weeks later. 

The Old Bailey heard a year 
later, in 2004, how Mr King and a 
friend had met Dwyer and her 15- 
year-old friend earlier that day 
and was giving them a lift to 
London when they stopped at the 
petrol station. 


According to the BBC, Mr King 
and his friend had gone into the 
service station shop when he saw 
Dwyer in the driving seat of his 
car. He tried to stop her driving off 
by jumping on the bonnet. 

Dwyer continued out of the fore¬ 
court, with her victim still on the 
bonnet, and drove across three 
lanes of traffic at about 40mph 
until Mr King fell off, fracturing 
his skull. 

Manslaughter 

She sold the car the next day, 
after she and her accomplice had 
taken photos of each other stand¬ 
ing beside the Mercedes and smil¬ 
ing. 

Dwyer pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter, and was sentenced 
to serve seven years in youth 
detention and one year concur¬ 
rently for theft. She was banned 
from driving for five years. 

Her 15-year-old friend was 
ordered by magistrates to serve 
an 18-month detention and train¬ 
ing order.

assessed. We take all reports of 
absconders from prison serious¬ 
ly and investigate cases thor¬ 
oughly. 

“Absconder’s details are circu¬ 
lated throughout the police net¬ 
work until they are found, using 
the same procedures as any 
wanted criminals.” 

A Prison Service spokesperson 
assured Yourmaidstone that the 
number of prisoners who 
abscond is at its lowest for 15 
years. More than 96 per cent of 
inmates who abscond are re-cap- 
tured and returned to a more 
secure closed prison, where they 
face an extended sentence. 

The spokesman added: 
“Prisoners are placed in open 
prisons to find work, re-establish 
family ties, safely re-integrate 
into the community and address 
housing needs. For long-term 
prisoners these are essential 


components for successful reset¬ 
tlement and an important factor 
in protecting the public. 

“The risk assessment process 
for open conditions is stringent 
and becoming more sophisticat¬ 
ed at assessing risk.” 

MP for Mid Kent, Hugh 
Robertson, demanded answers 
from the Home Secretary Alan 
Johnson at the time Andrews’ 
absconded, and now thinks the 
Ministry of Justice needs to be 
more selective about moving cer¬ 
tain offenders to open prisons. 

He said: “It will be a matter of 
considerable concern to anyone 
living near East Sutton that four 
prisoners who have absconded 
are still at large - albeit that it is 
unlikely that they are still in the 
local area. 

“It does highlight the need for 
the Prison Service to vet very 
carefully the type of inmate it 
assigns to East Sutton.” 


A COLLECTION of artworks by the late 
Tony Hart are to be sold at auction in aid 
of a charity for Gurkha soldiers. 

The Tony Hart Retrospective auction 
will feature a number of the much-loved 
artist’s works, selected by his daughter 
Carolyn Williams, which art lovers will 
be able to enjoy and possibly take home. 

The exhibition will be held in the 
Graham Clarke Gallery in Hart’s home 
town of Maidstone. The artist died 
peacefully at his Surrey home a year ago 
on January 18. 

The Take Hart and Hart Beat presen¬ 
ter, who was bom in Hastings Road in 
1925, served as an officer with the 1st 
Gurkha Rifles in the Second World War 
before studying at Maidstone College of 
Art, now the University for Creative Arts. 

His close connection with the Nepalese 
soldiers is why Ms Williams requested 
all profits made from the auction sales to 
be donated to the Gurkha Welfare Trust. 

Hart’s work will go on display at the 
Earl Street gallery from February 1 to 
February 26, where last year a plaque 
was unveiled for him by his daughter, 
following a campaign backed by 
Yourmaidstone. 

The campaign also led to county coun¬ 
cilor Dan Daley commissioning Invicta 
Grammar School student Holly Gerrard 
to make an art piece in the presenter’s 
memory, which will also be on display at 
the auction, but is not for sale. 

Bidders will be asked to complete a 
form, available from the gallery and the 
Hazlitt Art Centre box office, by 5pm on 
the final day of the exhibition. 

Pieces will have set reserve prices, and 
bids will be placed in a sealed ballot box. 
Winners will be notified on Wednesday, 
March 3. 


Health chief defends plan 
to change maternity unit 



THE healthcare boss behind a con¬ 
troversial decision to change 
Maidstone’s maternity unit has said 
that he sympathises with residents. 

Glenn Douglas, the chief executive 
of Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust, is at the centre of unpop¬ 
ular plans to move the county town’s 
consultant-led maternity services to 
the new Pembury Hospital. 

The changes, planned for 2012, 
would leave Maidstone with a mid¬ 
wifery-led birthing centre for low risk 
labours, and mothers could have to 
be transferred 17 miles if a birth was 
to become complicated. 

Despite a petition of more than 
20,000 signatures against the pro¬ 
posal, Mr Douglas is confident that 
moving the services to Pembury will 
improve healthcare for residents, but 
understands why there are concerns. 

Speaking to Yourmaidstone, Mr 
Douglas said: “I know that change is 
hard to accept. People are raising 
concerns and that’s fair. 

“At the moment we have to split 
our skilled obstetrician and paedia¬ 
tricians betweens two hospitals. 
That’s not good for our patients and 
it’s not good for our staff. 

“By creating one big centre we can 


ensure as many of our patients as 
possible are seen and treated by 
medical professionals who are highly 
skilled and experienced. 

“We are trying to do our best for 
patients. I appreciate it might not 
feel like that in Maidstone right now, 
but the changes will improve the 
quality of care we are able to provide. 

Mr Douglas said the decision was 
made to have the unit at Pembury 
because Maidstone Hospital is “well- 
served” by other maternity depart¬ 
ments in Ashford and Medway. 

The chief executive claims if the 


centre was at Maidstone there would 
be no consultant-led alternative unit 
within a safe distance for mothers-to- 
be south of Tunbridge Wells. 

Maidstone and Weald’s four parlia¬ 
mentary candidates - Helen Grant 
(Conservative), Peter Carroll (Liberal 
Democrat), Stuart Jeffery (Green) 
and Rav Seeruthun (Labour) - pre¬ 
sented the petition of more than 
20,000 signatures against the 
changes at No 10 Downing Street on 
January 18.

Team turning 
up the heat 
on cold cases

A SPECIALIST police team is cel¬ 
ebrating two years of cracking 
unsolved crimes - including a 
Maidstone murder more than 20 
years after the killer struck. 

When Evelyn Staples was found murdered at 
the entrance to a farm in The Street, Boxley, in 
1987, officers had an idea who was responsible 
but not the means to prove it. 

In 2008 the case was finally solved by Kent’s 
cold case investigation team, just months after 
the mother-of-one’s killer had died. 

The team had been formed a year earlier and 
with new technology to trace DNA were able to 
revisit unsolved murders dating back 50 years 
and rapes from 30 year ago. 

Detective Chief Inspector Dave Withers said: 
“When the cold case investigation team was 
launched Evelyn Staples’s murder was one of 
the cases we looked into. 


“It was a high profile case, but the technology 
used at the time was not advanced enough to 
identify the murderer through DNA. 

“Using new technology we were able to iden¬ 
tify the person responsible through DNA found 
on Ms Staples’s clothing, but unfortunately he 
had died a few months earlier. 

“However, the offender was questioned dur¬ 
ing the original investigation.” 

A short time before the team began looking 
into Ms Staples’s murder, her son - who was 
living with foster parents at the time of her 
death - called Kent Police for more informa¬ 
tion. 

Det Ch Insp Withers said: “Ms Staples’s son 
was researching his family history and 
although he was quite young at the time his 
mother was murdered, he had some recollec¬ 
tion of being told his mother had been killed. 

“He was hoping to find more information 
about his mother and it was rewarding to be 
able to tell him who was responsible for her 
death. 

“Solving a crime is crucial to give loved ones

closure and the justice they deserve.” 

Kent is one of the first forces in the UK to set 
up a cold case investigation team, made up of 
Det Ch Insp Withers, three detective consta¬ 
bles and two investigating officers, who are 
retired detectives. 

In the past, unsolved murders and rape 
would be dealt with by the major crime unit, 
but due to their workload some older cases 
slowed or stopped, so Kent Police set up a team 
to specialise in cold cases. 

Work on these begins at Maidstone’s head¬ 
quarters with the serious case review team 
which looks into unsolved murders and rapes, 
before it is passed to the Chatham-based cold 
case department.

Catapulted into 
action, even if 
it is a tall order

MODERN day Gurkhas are con¬ 
fronting a problem which used to 
confound the men-at-arms of the 
Middle Ages - how to get a three- 
tonne siege engine within sight of 
the walls of Dover Castle. 

The Maidstone-based combat engineers 
have two weeks to dismantled the replica 
catapult - called a trebuchet - which is next 
of the castle’s Great Tower. 

They then need to carry the component 
parts of the wooden structure through a for¬ 
tified gate, along a narrow rampart, then put 
it all back together again. 

The unusual piece of military engineering 
is part of the castle’s revamp as a tourist 
attraction and will show how such early 
artillery would have been deployed during a 
siege. 

“In fact siege engines did bombard the cas¬ 
tle when King John was at war with the 
barons,” said Steve Lang, head of visitor 
operations. 

“They did some damage, but only to the 
outer walls. The catapult was inside the cas¬ 
tle but we wanted to move it to show visitors 
where it would have been during a siege.” 

The Gurkhas from H Troop 69 Field 
Squadron are usually based at Invicta 
Barracks, Maidstone, but for their temporary 
role of medieval engineers they are staying 
at the brigade headquarters in Folkestone. 

“It is a bit of an odd task,” said Staff 
Sergeant Man Ale. 

“But is has some aspects common to other 
forms of military engineering. I’m confident 
we’ll be able to fulfil the task and the soldiers 
are very enthusiastic about it. It is a chance 
to use their skills in a very practical way.” 

The trebuchet is nine metres tall - which is 
actually about one third the size of the

largest siege engines ever constructed. 

It would have been used to hurl boulders at 
a defensive position - and is some cases the 
bodies of warriors killed in action in an effort 
to demoralise their comrades. 

The Nepalese soldiers are dismantling the 
structure screw by screw with the compo¬ 
nent parts taken to the new location. 
Detailed plans have been drawn up so it can 
all be put together again. 

They were invited to take on the job after 
talking to Brigadier Iain James OBE, 
Deputy Constable of Dover Castle, who is 
responsible for administration of the Army 
in his role as Commander of 2 (South East) 
Brigade. 

Mr Lang said: “We received a number of 
quotes from civilian companies. All said they 
could dismantle and move the trebuchet. 

“But the Gurkhas were the only ones who 
said they were confident they could put it 
back together again.” 



Village vandals rampage 

POLICE are looking for vandals who caused 
thousands of pounds of damage by smashing 
house and car windows in a village. 

Sutton Valence residents discovered their 
windows and vehicles had been damaged on 
the evening of Saturday, January 16. 

Two of the incidents are thought to have 
happened at about 5pm in Captains Close, 
where a door of a house was damaged and 
two windows of a Peugeot 306 were broken. 

The back window of a Zafira was damaged 
in South Lane, and a Peugeot 306, Peugeot 
406 and a Micra, all parked on Tumblers 
Hill, had windows smashed. Panes at Sutton 
Valence Hall were also broken, and at two 
phone boxes and a bus shelter. 

Officers believe a catapult or similar device 
could have been used and the offenders are 
thought to have been on bikes.

Death crash man charged 

A MAN has been charged with causing death 
by dangerous driving and causing death 
while unfit through drink. 

Martin Bradley Walton, of Terminus Road, 
Maidstone, was arrested after a two-car colli¬ 
sion in Tonbridge Road, Barming, last year. 
The incident killed one of the 35-year-old’s 
passengers, Brian Robinson, 63. 

Walton appeared before Maidstone magis¬ 
trates on January 18 and will face trial at the 
Crown Court on Monday, February 1. Mr 
Robinson, of North Street, Barming, was 
fatally injured when Walton’s Saab collided 
with a Ford Fiesta at 11.35pm on June 15.

Nicole opens the book 
on a life with cancer

CANCER battler Nicole Dryburgh 
says she hopes the sequel to her 
inspirational first book will give 
further hope to fellow patients. 

The 20-year-old from Whitstable was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer when she was just 11 and 
has since suffered a brain haemorrhage and a 
stroke, leaving her wheelchair-bound, blind 
and virtually deaf. 

But despite her predicament, Nicole has 
devoted her life to helping others and has so far 
raised more than £130,000 for charity. 

Her first book The Way I See It earned her an 
army of admirers when it was released in 2008, 
with its sequel, Talk To The Hand, covering the 
hectic months in her life that followed. 

Nicole said: “I’ve only ever had nice comments 
about The Way I See It and I’m really happy 
people have enjoyed reading it. It’s been out for 
two years now and I still get emails almost 
every day from someone new who has read it. 

“I decided to write the second book because 
my first kind of ended on a cliffhanger. I was 
still on chemotherapy at the time and having 
other health problems, so I wanted people to 
know I’m still here and fighting.

“So much has happened since my first book 
came out, so it’s a good way to let people 
know how things have turned out. It’s differ¬ 
ent because I’m not just telling my story, I’m 
sharing my advice, too.” 

Nicole was a competition-winning gymnast 
when, at the age of just 11, an operation 
revealed a rare type of cancerous tumour close 
to her spine. 

Through radiotherapy it was reduced, but 
two years later she suffered the brain haemor¬ 


rhage that robbed her of her sight. This was 
followed by a debilitating stroke that left the 
youngster confined to a wheelchair, and in 
late 2007 tumours were discovered behind 
Nicole’s ears that have practically destroyed 
her hearing. 

Yet despite such setbacks Nicole has devoted 
her life to helping others and is currently 
working with the Teenage Cancer Trust to try 
to raise enough money to fund a specialist unit 
at the Royal Marsden Hospital in Surrey. 

She said: “I enjoy organising events and 
coming up with different ideas of ways to raise 
money. I know what these young people are 
going through, and that spurs me on to raise 
as much money and awareness as I can. 

“I’d also like to write more books in the 
future, but I’m not too sure at the moment 
what to write next.” 

Named Britain’s Most Inspiring Fundraiser 
in 2008, Nicole acts as a glimmer of hope for 
young and old people alike whose lives are 
being torn apart by illness. 

When asked if she had any advice for such 
people, she replied: ‘Yes, just to stay positive 
and never give up. 

“I believe a positive attitude can get you 
through anything. Obviously it can be hard 
sometimes, but just look to the future and 
keep smiling.” 


Drivers get advice on 
cutting child deaths 

MOTORISTS are to be reschooled in road 
safety as part of a month-long campaign to 
reduce the number of child deaths in Kent. 

Police will visit 40 accident black spots to 
give advice to drivers about the importance 
of driving safely, while the ‘stop, look and 
listen’ method of crossing the road will be 
hammered home to pupils. 

Officers hope the operation will lead to a 
reduction in the number of children killed 
or seriously injured on Kent’s roads, which 
in 2008 stood at 87. 

A further 570 received ‘slight’ injuries. 

Acting Chief Insp Preston Chalk said the 
campaign came about as part of the You 
Said, We Did initiative, which promotes 
police following up residents’ concerns. 

Campaign 

He said: “It’s absolutely crucial that child¬ 
ren are taught about road safety from a 
young age. 

“They’re often very frantic and enjoy run¬ 
ning about, but it’s important they know 
they can’t always be like that when they’re 
not in school. 

‘We hope this campaign will allow children 
to reflect on the consequences of running in 
the road and the impact it would have on 
their parents, friends and teachers if some¬ 
thing terrible were to happen to them. 

“Thankfully, the schools already work 
very hard to promote this issue, as do the 
majority of parents, so we are just enforcing 
the message.” 

The campaign - launched in partnership 
with Medway Council’s road-safety team, 
Kent Highway Services and other partner 
agencies - was launched at Senacre Wood 
Primary School in Maidstone last week. 


Concentration 

BELA Rosenthal was just six months old when she 
was taken prisoner by the Nazis. 

Her Jewish father had already been killed at 
the infamous Auschwitz-Birkenau concentration 
camp in 1942 and her mother’s death was soon to 
follow when she was struck down with TB. 

Orphaned at just two years old, Bela was 
released from the Theresienstadt concentration 
camp when the Red Cross took it over from the 
Nazis at the end of the Second World War in 1945. 

Despite having little memory of the Holocaust, 
during which six million Jews were murdered by 
the Nazis, Bela - now Joanna Millan - has clear 
memories of her childhood. 

And to bring home the terrifying realities and 
pay respect to those who died, the mother-of-three 
gave her poignant account to schoolchildren at 
St John’s Catholic School in Gravesend. 

Her talk was timed for just before Holocaust 
Memorial Day, which is being held today 
(Wednesday). 


camp survivor's lessons about racism 


This year’s theme is The Legacy of Hope’, which 
encourages young people to learn from survivors’ 
experiences. 

Mrs Millan, who lives in London, is using her 
own experience to push home the message about 
racism and tolerance to youngsters. 

The 67-year-old, who has eight grandchildren, 
managed to survive in the Theresienstadt camp - 
50 miles outside Prague - thanks to a lady called 
Litska Shallinger. 

Knowing that the food in the concentration 
camp was contaminated, Litska would collect 
vegetables and hide them under her clothes so 
she could feed the young girl. 

On May 3, 1945, the Red Cross took over the 
camp and Bela was freed, but she was not to 
return to her home in Berlin. 

“My first memory was being put in a house by 
the Russians while they decided what would 
happen to us,” she said. 

“The British government said it would take up 
to 1,000 children, but it took 300 in the end. 


“I was flown with five other surviving orphans - 
it was a very confusing time. There was no family 
for me in Britain, so I was put in a home.” 

She was eventually adopted by a wealthy 
Jewish couple in London who changed her name 
to Joanna. 

Eight years ago, Mrs Millan, who is chairman of 
the Holocaust Survivors Association, married a 
Jewish man and continues to have a close rela¬ 
tionship with her own family. “I think I’ve tried to 
compensate for what I missed out on,” she said. 

This year’s Holocaust Memorial Day commemo¬ 
rates the 65th anniversary of the Auschwitz- 
Birkenau liberation. 

Karen Pollock, chief executive of the Holocaust 
Educational Trust, which organised the visit, said: 
“Joanna’s stoiy is one of tremendous courage 
during horrific circumstances. 

“By hearing her testimony, St John’s Catholic 
School’s students will have the opportunity to 
learn where hate and racism can ultimately lead.”

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Police Chief defends 
LON security letter 

Fuller impartial over public's right to legal protests 


KENT’S Chief Constable 
Mike Fuller has spoken out 
against accusations he 
undermined the public’s right 
to protest at Kingsnorth 
power station. 

Speaking exclusively to KOS Media, 
Mr Fuller denied claims made in the 
Guardian newspaper that he strayed 
from his duty to ‘neutrally facilitate’ 
peaceful protests when he advised 
the energy firm E.ON to take greater 
steps to disrupt any future activity on 
the site. 

The accusations relate to an inci¬ 
dent in October, 2007, when six 
Greenpeace activists scaled a 200m 
smokestack to protest against plans 
for a new coal-fired power station, 
causing more than £30,000 damage. 

Mr Fuller has been criticised for 
suggesting in a subsequent letter to 
E.ON that the German firm should 
seek “legal remedies” - including High 
Court injunctions - to scupper such 
demonstrations in the future. 

But he told KOS Media the advice 
was issued to the company in 
response to specific concerns about 
security at the site. 

He said: “The company was treated 
in exactly the same way as any victim 
of crime, namely we provided it with 
the requested advice about security. 

“Kent Police has a public duty to 
inform all organisations about any 
threat to their premises.

“The letter is clearly advising E.ON 
to improve security to prevent further 
trespass at a site where there is the 
possibility of death or serious injury to 
anyone entering illegally. 

“As Chief Constable I have a duty to 
the taxpayers of Kent to avoid exces¬ 
sive policing costs wherever possible, 
and that was what the letter was 
seeking to do by suggesting possible 
solutions to E.ON.” 

Nicknamed the Kingsnorth Six, the 
Greenpeace activists were all spared 
jail in September 2008, when they 
convinced a crown court jury that any 
damage they caused was justified in 
the context of the potential damage 
that would be caused to the environ¬ 
ment by carbon dioxide emissions 
from a new power station. 


E.ON said at the time it was con¬ 
cerned other protestors would see the 
verdict as permission for them to 
break in and damage important 
power plants. 

Mr Fuller’s letter to the company - 
which was sent about eight months 
before the trial - states that his count¬ 
er-terrorism security advisors could 
help the firm improve site security, 
and that it was “grossly inappropri¬ 
ate” for Kent taxpayers to foot the bill 
for any of its shortcomings. 

He told KOS Media: “We have not 
attempted to make any secret of the 
letter and it is available for the public 
to read on our website. It also specifi¬ 
cally acknowledges Greenpeace’s right 
to carry out lawful protests. 

“Kent Police has always been com¬ 
pletely impartial about legal protests 
and, as the Chief Constable of Kent, I 
have never strayed from my duty to 
remain impartial when policing 
demonstrations.” 

The accusations levelled at Mr 
Fuller represent yet more negativity 
surrounding the way the force has 
handled environmental protests at 
Kingsnorth. 

Last week Kent Police admitted 
using stop-and-search powers illegally 
at the infamous Climate Camp 
demonstration in summer 2008. 

Politicians, protestors and academ¬ 
ics involved in the rally have always 
claimed the police response was dis¬ 
proportionate to the threat posed by 
the activists. 


MEP calls for burka ban 
to avoid 'divided society' 


BAN the burka is the call from a 
top politician in Kent who says 
the veil has no place on the 
streets of the UK. 

Nigel Farage is the former 
leader of the UK Independence 
Party and is a Kent MEP. 

He said veils worn by some 
Muslim women, to completely 
cover the face, should be out¬ 
lawed. 

Mr Farage said fines could be 
used to dissuade women from 
wearing them, but policing this 
would be problematic. 

But he insisted there are three 
main reasons why the burka, or 
full-face jihab, should never be 
seen in the UK again. 

He told KOS Media: “I can’t 
wear a hoodie in Bluewater, I 
can’t wear a balaclava on the 
underground, and I can’t wear a 
crash helmet in a bank - and all 
for good reason. 

“This is especially true as one 
of the 7/7 bombers in London 
escaped because he had a veil 
over his face. So the security 
point is inarguable. 

“Secondly, we believe the veils 
are being used as a way to sub¬ 
jugate women. In a society 
where we talk about equality of 
opportunity, and fair play for all 
regardless of age, race, class, sex, 
this is clearly being used to keep 
some women down, and there 
are forthright critics of this from 
the Muslim community itself. 

The third reason he is arguing 
for the ban is help prevent the 
creation of a divided society. 

Mr Farage, from Bromley, said: 
“All the main parties for decades 
have been calling for a multi-cul¬ 
tural society. 

“And yet we are seeing a divid¬ 
ed society of which the burka is

a symbol. We are increasingly 
seeing ghettoised towns and 
cities along with a rise in radi¬ 
calism and even more worrying, 
the increasingly loud calls for 
Sharia law to be introduced. 

“We want to live in a society 
that has one law that is applied 
equally and fairly to everybody. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr Rowan Williams said two 
years ago that he saw the impo¬ 
sition of Sharia law in Britain’s 
major cities as being inevitable. 

“We do not agree with or want 
that analysis. 

“The law has to apply to every¬ 
one or it is not worth a light.” 

The Kent Muslim Welfare 
Association was set up in the 70s 
to support its diverse Islamic 
community. 

It said its vision is to provide a 
range of Islamic services for the 
local Muslim community in 
Kent, with a view to improving 
quality of life and enhancing 
community cohesion. 

Anwar Khan is the co-ordina- 
tor for education and communi¬ 
ty cohesion, and he said: “It’s 
about freedom. If women want 
to wear them, that is their choice 
and they should be free to do so.”

The cold, hard facts about 
Ofsted attendance records 


I LOVED the idea put forward by 
the county council last week that 
teachers should make their way to 
their nearest school on days when 
snow makes it difficult to get in. 

And I was amused to hear that our teachers’ 
employment contracts already tell them to do 
just that and they then had the cheek to criti¬ 
cise county councillors who didn’t know 

Why, then, hadn’t they turned up at their 
nearest school on snow days in line with their 
contracts? 

Then I listened in wonder as a supply 
teacher phoned Radio Kent on the subject and 
squirmed pathetically about her colleagues’ 
failure to do their jobs earlier this month. 

She finally said yes, she would go to her 
nearest school... “if she could get out of her 
road”. 

Like many parents, I was again left incensed 
earlier this month by the ease with which 


schools simply close up when there’s snow... 
but it seems Ofsted (that bastion of ensuring 
standards) may actually be to blame. 

Unfortunately we live in an age when 
teachers - who get loads more holiday than 
anyone else in the working world - believe 
that a little bad weather means they should 
have the day off school. 

Without wishing to go on about this too 
much, surely if you take a job - any job - you 
agree with your employer to turn up on time 
and do the work for which you are paid. 

Whether you are a teacher, shopworker or 
office worker, you have a responsibility to your 
employer. 

Live too far away from your workplace? 
That’s your choice - think about it before you 
take the job on. If it’s going to snow, then if 
you live too far away, make arrangements to 
stay nearby - or, of course, take it as a holi¬ 
day day. 

But, with teachers setting their appalling 
example to our children, we now have a cul¬ 


ture in Britain where snow means ‘have a day 
off’. Fortunately our police officers, doctors, 
nurses and ambulance drivers still seem able 
to get into work when the white stuff falls. 

And while you hear people say ‘I can’t get 
to work’, you never seem to hear ‘I can’t get 
home’ when it’s been snowing.

Tell us a little bit about yourself. 

Born and bred in Kent, although I worked my way around 
Europe for four years. I have always been a keen sportsman, 
although never really pursued it seriously when I was 
growing up. When I broke my neck during an accident in 
2005,1 took this setback as an opportunity to take sport 
more seriously. I now play international wheelchair rugby. 

What does it feel like to be a successful 
athlete? 

As an athlete you can spend months or even years training 
for a single competition. It doesn't come without its 
sacrifices, but when you win that medal or come top of the 
league it all becomes worth it.

A GIG aimed at keeping fascism 
out of folk music - and showcasing 
some of the best young folk talent 
in the UK - takes place in 
Maidstone next month. 

Wheeler Street, Los Salvadores and the Didi 
Bergman Trio will perform at Flaming 
Henry’s under the Folk Against Fascism ban¬ 
ner. 

Organiser Helen Treacy said: “The BNP is 
trying to distance itself from its past - the 
association with neo-Nazi bands like 
Skrewdriver - and position themselves as the 
defenders of British traditions. 

“The party manifesto encourages members 
to infiltrate their local folk scene through 
funding and reviving local traditions. They 
have also been selling the work of respected 
musicians through their website, with the 
implication the artists support their views. 

“The folk scene has reacted with revulsion as 
we are a welcoming, friendly and inclusive lot, 
and our politics couldn’t be further away from 
the BNP’s racism, neo-Nazism and thuggery.

IT’S rarely that I look forward to 
a TV show as much as Bellamy’s 
People, the new slice of comedy on 
BBC TVo.

dozens more. 

Of course, all these characters 
are exaggerations, but this serial gets 
far closer to telling us about those 
who walk our streets and live behind 
the country’s net-curtains than 
EastEnders ever will.

CLIVE Owen has attracted thou¬ 
sands of female fans by smoulder¬ 
ing his way through films such as 
Closer, Sin City and Duplicity Yet 
his own girls are keen to see him 
play a new kind of role. 

The 45-year-old star says his daughters 
Hannah and Eve would like him do more 
family-friendly roles. 

“They’re very keen for me to do a film to give 
them bragging rights at school,” he laughs. 

Owen’s latest film, The Boys Are Back, is a 
step in that direction. 

In the drama, based on journalist Simon 
Carr’s memoirs and shot in Australia, Owen 
plays Joe Warr, who struggles with being a 
single parent to his six-year-old son after his 
wife dies of cancer. 

The 45-year-old admits his own experience 
of fatherhood was “a huge part of wanting to 
do the film”. 

“I’m a parent and it’s a big part of my life. I 
recognised I had similar experiences to a lot of 
things in this movie, so it felt familiar,” he says. 

Besides its appeal as a more family-focused 
drama, it was really the script that captured 
Owen’s imagination. 

“It’s a beautiful script. I thought it was 
unusual in its delicacy and intelligence in 
exploring these relationships, and a beautiful 
exploration of both grief and parenting.” 

He adds: “It wasn’t sentimental, it was pre¬ 
cise. I found it terribly moving when I got to 
the scene where Joe was telling his son that 
his mother might not be around much longer. 
I found the whole conversation upsetting.” 

The Coventry-born actor made it clear to

director Scott Hicks that he wanted a film 
steeped in reality. 

“I’d seen lots of family movies where the 
family is in this lovely, warm bubble, and even 
when things get tough, it’s all very sweet. 

“Real families aren’t like that - it’s much 
more volatile than that and this script 
explored that in a very honest way,” he says. 

Owen, married to wife Sarah-Jane, brought 
his real-life experiences as a dad into the role. 

“I didn’t have the huge, tragic loss that they 
have, but in terms of the ups and downs of 
parenting, I felt I’ve experienced quite a few of 
them,” he says. 

“I was interested in the scenes showing the 
tougher times in the film, for example when 


the kid has a tantrum in the car. I could relate 
to that scene and I was interested to make 
that tough for my character because all par¬ 
ents will relate.” 

The Boys Are Back follows Joe as he gets to 
grips with parenthood and adopts his own way 
of parenting. 

In one scene, he allows his son to ride on the 
bonnet of the car as they drive along 
Australia’s Aldinga Beach. 

“Those scenes tend to split people - some 
people say it’s very irresponsible and others 
think it looks like fantastic fun. 

“The film isn’t advocating this way of parent¬ 
ing, it’s saying this is this guy’s approach to it. 
It’s not about being responsible or irresponsi¬ 
ble, it’s trying to get their lives back on track.”

Dream of home owning 
may never come true 

AN independent housing body has 
advised that future homebuyers could 
face average house prices that are 10 
times their salary. 

Buying a home could be become unat¬ 
tainable unless the number of homes 
being built increases. 

A study from new National Housing 
and Planning Advice Unit said a fifth of 
non-homeowners think it will take them 
at least five years before they’re able to 
buy and more than a third believe they 
will never get onto the property ladder. 

The NHPAU was set up by the 
Government to provide independent 
advice on improving housing market 
affordability. Government statistics 
illustrate that in the year 2000, the aver¬ 
age cost of a home was four times the 
annual salary. 

However, by 2006, house price increas¬ 
es meant that homebuyers were looking 
at seven times their salary. 

The demand for housing is on the 
increase and something must be done or 
the pressure on the market will only dete¬ 
riorate. On a further study of 2,700 UK 
adults, NHPAU discovered the majority 
states the government need to take action 
to make housing more affordable. 

The mortgage lending 
market still 'restrained' 

THE Council of Mortgage Lenders has 
revealed that the number of home loans 
approved for house purchase fell four per 
cent in November compared with the 
previous month. 

According to the CML, there were 
53,000 mortgages granted to buyers, a 
fall on October but this was due to a 
“seasonal dip”. 

However, the CML did highlight that 
the figures were still 66 per cent higher 
than in November 2008. 

Remortgaging activity continued to 
remain at low levels, as a result of the 
low interest rate environment, said the 
CML. 

The Council added that first-time buy¬ 
ers were still having to put down a hefty 
deposit of 25 per cent but with interest 
rates still remaining at the historic low 
of 0.5 percent, mortgage interest pay¬ 
ments are so affordable for homemovers 
and first-time buyers. 

However, the CML’s director general 
Michael Coogan said: “With substantial 
deposits still needed to secure a mort¬ 
gage, the market will continue to be rel¬ 
atively restrained for some time to 
come.”

Landlords look forward 
to profitable returns 


THE buy-to-let property market in 
the UK is looking forward to a 
promising 2010 after strong returns 
combined with low arrears made 
2009 much better than expected. 

Overall in 2009 landlords were £12,700 in 
the black, almost reversing £15,000 losses in 
2008 and 2010 is set to see higher returns 
than 2009, according to the latest Buy to Let 
Index from LSL Property Services, the UK’s 
largest residential letting agents. 

It also shows that although increases in 
property values and a recent slight drop in 
rents caused dip in yields, tenant arrears per¬ 
formed strongly in 2009, contrary to expecta¬ 
tions, and landlords enjoyed a 7.6 per cent 
annual return on their investments by the end

of December 2009. 

The value of their properties rose three per 
cent in the year while rental income after void 
periods added a further 4.6 per cent. This 
means that in 2009 a typical landlord made a 
return of £12,740. This was a combination of 
modest capital gains of £4,831 on each proper¬ 
ty and £7,909 in rental income. 

By contrast, in 2008, a typical landlord 
would have lost 8.8 per cent even after allow¬ 
ing for rental income. They lost £23,000 in cap¬ 
ital as the property fell in value, and earned 
£7,900 in rent for the full year, leading to a 
total loss of £15,100. 

“Despite the worst recession in living memo¬ 


ry, and despite house prices continuing to fall 
for the first few months of 2009, investment 
returns in buy-to-let were very respectable. 

“The £12,700 the average landlord made on 
a rented property during the year recouped 
most of the losses in the housing crash of2008. 
Brave landlords who added to their portfolios 
will be celebrating an excellent year,” said 
David Brown, commercial director of LSL 
Property Services. 

Rents ended 2009 0.2 per cent higher than 
the previous year. 

“Landlords must not lose sight of rental 
income when house prices move up, however. 
Rents should form the foundation of buy-to-let 
investment and are key to financing mortgage 
borrowings. Allowing yields to drop too low is 
inadvisable,” added Mr Brown. 


RICS predicts further house price rises at beginning of 2010 


THE Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors (RICS) has 
reported that house price growth 
slowed in December. 

Almost one third of surveyors 
reported price gains than falls 
during the month. However, the 
positive balance was lower than 
in the previous two months. 

RICS did point out that a short¬ 
age of properties on the market is 
continuing to drive up house 
prices and it is predicting further 
gains in the early part of this year 


but this will be followed by mod¬ 
est falls in the latter half of the 
year, resulting in a small overall 
rise of one to two per cent. 

Many other experts are predict¬ 
ing house prices will be flat over 
the course of the next 12 months 
as a result of the current econom¬ 
ic uncertainty. 

RICS spokesman Jeremy Leaf 
said: “The recent loss of momen¬ 
tum in prices and the moderation 
in new buyer interest can be in 
part attributed to the housing 


market pulling down its shutters 
for Christmas. 

“It is likely the new year will see 
more interest and activity in the 
market as those who held back 
start to market their property 
with renewed optimism,” added 
Mr Leaf. 

Many analysts were surprised 
by the strength in house prices 
last year. RICS said house prices 
rose for the seventh consecutive 
month in December. 

This corresponded with many 


other house price indices with the 
Halifax reporting that prices were 
1.1 per cent higher in December 
compared with a year ago - the 
first annual rise since March 
2008. 

Meanwhile, RICS said seven 
out of 12 regions showed price 
increases in the past three 
months, while the remainder 
experienced falls. The biggest 
gains were experienced in 
London and the southeast of 
England.

dyne. Whatever the mood, the A4 is so in tune 
that it slips into the background. 

Our road test car was the best-selling A4 2.0 
TDI, almost as much of a darling to company 
car user choosers as the ubiquitous BMW 
320d. 

In the lower output 120PS (118bhp) SE form 
as tested (£23,720), it is probably a tad under¬ 
powered for the scale of the A4 - there are 143 
and 170PS versions - but the ability to aver¬ 
age nearly 60mpg is not to be sneered at. 

It benefits from a tidy six-speed gearshift, 
crisp steering and excellent grip and compo¬ 
sure in the comers; ride quality is consider¬ 
ably better than the previous car, no doubt 
helped by the bigger stretch between front and 
back wheels. 

The cabin has the material and ergonomic 
layout design quality that has made Audi the 
benchmark brand in its sector. 

Needless to say, space and comfort for all is 
impressive too, although the middle rear seat 
passenger has to plant his/her feet awkwardly 
either side of the centre hump. 

This accomplished all-rounder may be a 
hard car to love outright, but it’s hard to 
fault too.

Gold should have our 
Kelly's name on it

THIS week we launched a bid to right 
a wrong - and get Dame Kelly 
Holmes the gold medal she still 
craves. 

In a campaign we will take to the very top of 
world athletics, we want drug cheat Regina 
Jacobs stripped of the gold she won at the World 
Indoor Athletics Championships in 2003. 

She pipped our Kelly into second place - but 
just weeks later was exposed as a drug cheat; 
testing positive for steroids. 

Now KOS Media, publisher of this newspa¬ 
per, is launching a bid to win our local heroine 
the title we feel should now be rightfully hers. 

Holmes, who won two gold medals at the 
Olympic Games in Athens in 2004, was beat¬ 
en into second place at the indoor 1500m 
event in Birmingham in March, 2003, by 
Jacobs. 

But Jacobs later failed a drugs test after win¬ 
ning at the US Championships in June. 

She was handed a four-year ban, but aged 40 
at the time, decided to call time on her career. 
Jacobs, who has always protested her inno¬ 
cence, was stripped of the national title, but 
because the World Indoors preceded the failed 
test, the result in Birmingham still stands. 

Review 

We now urge the sport’s governing body - 
the International Association of Athletics 
Federations - to review this decision in light of 
a recent case in which Great Britain’s 1997 
4x400m relay team were awarded the World 
title after finishing second to a US team which 
included Antonio Pettigrew. 

He admitted using banned substances at the 
time and consequently, the GB team found out 
this month they will get their gold medals after 
the four athletes began a campaign in 2008. 

Holmes, from Hildenborough, near 
Tonbridge, admits the defeat to an athlete who 
was later found to be using performance 
enhancing drugs, still rankles. 

“I think [the medal] should be taken away 
from that athlete if they have been done for 
drugs,” she said. “If they have been caught in 
that year of competition, well they actually did¬ 
n’t just get caught doing it right there and then 
did they? It was before that. 

“[Regina Jacobs] was somebody who was 
banned that season and yet she wasn’t stripped 
of the gold medal she won in March of that year 
and I think that’s wrong. 

“If you have been banned, give back the 
medal from that year. She got caught and 
banned and there’s a logic to say that, okay, she 
got caught in June it’s more than likely she was 
using it in March as well. So then give back the 
medals, not so much mine, but they should be 
given back as a general rule.” 


Eyebrows had been raised six weeks prior to 
the Birmingham meet when Jacobs, then 39, 
became the first woman to run 1500 metres in 
under four minutes indoors, breaking a 13-year 
world record. 

For Holmes, the World Indoor title is one acco¬ 
lade missing from her glittering CV. 

“For me, the worst thing was that it was in 
Birmingham and I would have loved to have 
stood there as World Indoor champion, but 
instead I was a silver medallist which is a great 
achievement, but not when you have done it 
against a druggie at the end of the day,” she said. 


KOS Media will lobby the IAAF to re-exam¬ 
ine the case and is urging readers to send in 
their letters of support to help the campaign. 

Sports editor Glenn Pearson said: “We feel 
this is something that needs looking into and 
the record should be set straight. Dame Kelly 
has strong views against the use of drugs in 
sport and so do we. 

“We urge our readers to get involved with our 
campaign.”

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Stones earn FA Trophy 
reprieve and prize money

MAIDSTONE United have been 
reinstated into the FA Trophy and 
will face Blue Square Premier side 
Salisbury City in the second round 
this Saturday. 

The Ryman Premier League club lodged a 
protest to the Football Association last 
Wednesday, claiming Histon fielded an ineligi¬ 
ble player during the 3-0 first round defeat 
last week. 

After a hearing at Wembley Stadium on 
Monday, the FA decided His ton’s Jack 
Wemdly, who played 70 minutes of the tie, was 
ineligible, as he joined the club after the origi¬ 
nal date for the game on December 12. 

The FA have subsequently thrown Histon out 
of this year’s competition and reinstated 
Maidstone. Prize money of £5,000 has also been 
awarded to Maidstone for passing through the 
first round. The decision means United will play 
their second round tie this Saturday at 
Salisbury City’s Raymond McEnhill Stadium. 

Stones chairman Paul Bowden-Brown said: 
“I’m obviously pleased with the decision. 
Justice has been done, we’re grateful for what 
the FA have done and we’re also grateful the 
FA have decided not to throw Histon out of 
next year’s competition. We have been given 


the prize money too. It’s a great help to the 
club, but we didn’t go to the FA hoping they 
would award us the £5,000.” 

The trip to Salisbury represents the first 
time Maidstone have reached the second 
round of the FA Trophy since 1988. Bowden- 
Brown is hoping the fans will turn out for the 
occasion and believes his side are capable of 
pulling off a shock result. However, Salisbury, 
who are 42 places above Maidstone in the non¬ 
league ladder, will present a tough challenge 
for Alan Walker and Lloyd Hume’s side. 

Bowden-Brown said: “It will be a marvellous 


day out for the fans. We have never been in the 
second round of the FA Trophy since we 
reformed so it’s a day the supporters and 
myself will be looking forward to. It will be a 
massive day for the club. 

“With cup games you never know what can 
happen. If decisions go for us and we can play 
like we know we can, and did against Bromley, 
then who knows.” 

The FA Trophy clash at Salisbury means 
this Saturday’s Ryman Premier League game 
against Bognor Regis Town will be 
rearranged.

Saunders behind 
stance not to pay 
January wages 

STONES captain Jay Saunders vows the 
club’s players are prepared to battle on 
despite their wages being suspended dur¬ 
ing January, writes Tom Howard.
